The nuclear physicist, currently senior research fellow at the Hoover

their annual convention. 

''Not only is defense possible,’’ Teller said, ''but if you are ingenious 
enough aOout it and do not limit yourself to obvious methods like the neutron 
bomb ... if you go a few steps beyond that, you get really promising systems.
